BANGKOK, Siam, Feb. 7.—One of the no- 
table sights of Siam, ancient and modern, is 
Wat Poh, the temple of the sleeping Buddha. 
Itis in a large compound. All the buildings 
and gateways show signs of age, and there 
are wide spreading bo trees growing on altar 
like platforms that have been growing surely 
gince the founding of Bangkok. The whole 
Ynclosure is crowded with small pagodas, 
‘ghapels, shrines, and pavilions and tanks, 
but it was all deserted, and we sat under 
§ bo tree and waited long minutes before the 
keeper came with his key and opened the 
Dlack lacquer doors, richly ornamented in 


A gold wall on a stone platform rose be- 
fore us, but all the rest was gloom, and red 
columns disappearing in shadows aloft. 
Thick shutters of the same rich black and 
gold surface as the doors swung open and 
the gold wall became plainly the back of the 
eoloseal figure, whose head and feet were 
Jost in shadows. 

As light came, we followed on around to 
the feet and then saw the head of the statue 
176 feet away. 

The sleeping Buddha at Pegu in Burma 
aeemed the greatest thing in the world in 
‘the way of sacred images, but this great 

, Buddha of Bangkok gives one a greater im- 
pression of colossal size because of the sur- 
rounding darkness. 

The Buddha of Pegu, 186 feet in length, had 
lost its original covering of plaster and gild-

LONDON, April 6, 3a. m.—Japanese troops, 
according to’ telegrams from Mukden to St. 
Petersburg, have arrived at Changsieng, a 
town on the south bank of the Yalu river 
sixty miles above Wiju.

Dispatches from Tokio state that the déccu- 
pation of Wiju by a Japanese force is offi- 
cially confirmed. Coreans report small bodies 
of Russians still moving on the south bank 
of the upper Yalu, but it is believed that 
these are merely scouts. 


Russians Crossed Yalu Saturday. 
A telegram from Pingyang states that 


the night of Sunday last they found no enemy 
there. According to the statements of the 
natives the Russians crossed the Yalu in 
boats on Saturday, swimming their horses. 
The Russian foree stationed at Thylosan 
retreated at the same time to the right bank 
of the Yalu. The natives further report that 
there is_a small number of Russians in the 
vicinity of Chosan and Pyokfong on the 
left bank of the Yalu above Changsieng. 


Russians Near Yingkow. 

- Tiehtsin correspondent reports that there 
are 10,000 Russian troops, including three 
companies of artillery, concentrated some 
distance from Yingkow, probably at Liao- 
yang. Five and six inch guns have been 
mounted on the western fort of the Liao 
river,

‘Reports of difficulties of the Japanese 
army’s advance in Corea are abundantly 
confirmed. Owing to the thaws the mud is 
sometimes knee deep. 


Is Port Arthur Bottled Up? | 

A dispatch to the Chronicle from: Tokio 
says the Japancse merchantmen that were 
sunk at Pert Arthur are causing a great deal 
of trouble. The Russians are trying io 
blow them up with dynamite, but are finding 
it difficult to dislodge the huge stones with 
which they are loaded. 

A correspondent of the Times, cabling yes- 
terday afternoon, says that he has been 
cruising for fifty hours in the vicinity of 
Port Arthur, and that he has.seen no sign 
of the navy of cither belligerent, not even 
seout: boats, but that he has seen large 
flotillas of junks steering northwest, pre- 
sumably going to Liaolishin to land pro- 
visions for Port Arthur. 


Seventy Russian Prisoners.

SEOUL, April 5, 6 p. m., eastern time— 
Seventy Russians captured at Chungju ar- 
rived at Pingyang today.

A Japanese army inaathihate of 45,000 men, 
including the Imperial guard and the Sec- 
ond and Twelfth divisions, which had been.

It was the advance guard of this army, 
composed of 450 infantry and cavalry, which 
repulsed 600 Russians and occupied Pingju 
_(Chongju), sixty-five miles southeast of 
Wiju, March 28. Lieut. Kato and four Jap- 
anese were killed on that occasion and Capt. 
Kurowaka and eleven men were wounded. 
The Russians had ten men killed. 


Chinese in Russian Army. 

ST. PETERSBURG, April 5.—A corre- 
spondent at Port Arthur who returned to 
the fortress yesterday from an inspection 
trip through southern Manchuria, telegraphs 
that the entire native population is friendiy 
to Russia and full of faith in the Russian 
arms. The correspondent says: 
The Chinese volunteer militia formed 
there presents a good appearance, wearing 
a special uniform with epaulets bearing the 
Rustian national flag. The natives provide 
provisions freely and are ‘selling horses 
brought from the surroun@ing country. The 
mandarins are an exception to this general 
rule, as they are cautious and are trying to 
carry water on both shoulders. As their 
conduct fs passive, it does the Russians no" 
harm.

The assailant sprang up, and when the 
other boys reached the wounded youth's side 
Jelick was dying, with a bullet in his — 
side, . having pierced the lung. ’ 


Many Boys Arrested. -» 

The boys in the neighborhodd all fled, and 
it was not until nearly a half hour later that 
the police of the Hinman street station 
learned of the killing. Then they arrested 
all the boys found on the street and after 
questioning a dozen of these learned who had 
fired the shot. 

Sergeant Dougherty and Policeman Cul- 
lom, who arrested Schaze at his parents’ 
house, say he bears a good reputation and 
confirmed the report that the two boys’ dif- 
ferences over a girl had caused a feud. 


Says He “Had to Shoot Him.” 
“J had to shoot him,” 
Schaze declared. ‘“‘ He was bigger than I, 
and when I was going home. he jumped on 
me with his gang. I'm sorry i did it. I 
got this gun because I was afraid of him,” 
and the prisoner produced a small revolver. 
When tlie fight occurred the night school 
was in session, but none of the students 
heard the shot. The-police say this is ex- 
plained by the fact that the pistol was held 
directly against Jelick’s coat. The body 
was taken to his parents’ house.

ROSE RE-ELECTED MAYOR 


CARRIES OITY OF MILWAUKEEBY 
ABOUT 6,000 PLURALITY. 


Election Is Remarkable for Heavy Vote 
- Brought Out, as Nearly the HEntire 
Registration Was Cast—Social Dem- 
ocrats Make a Strong Showing and 
Now Hold Balance of Power in City 
Council—spirited Elections in Other 
Wisconsin Cities. 


‘Milwaukee, April 5.—[Special.}— 
Mayor David S. Rose, democrat, carried the 
city by a plurality of nearly six thousand in 
the municipal election today. The largest 
vote ever cast in the city was polled, amount- 
ing 63,000, arid was within a few hundred 
of the registered vote. ae 

The mayor received 23/820 votes, Guy D. 
Goff, the repulican candidate for mayor, re- 
ceived 17,840, and Victor E. Berger, the so- 
cial democratic candidate, 16,000. The re- 
mainder went to, the social labor party and 
scattering. It was one of the hottest cam- 


} paigns éver waged in the oity. 


Voting Machine a Success. 


The voting machines were used for the 
first time in all but two of the wards and 
proved an unqualified success. There was no 
disturbance of any kind, the voters being too 
busy rolling up votes for their candidates. 

Outside of Mayor Rose's victory in th« 
face of great opposition the success of the 
social democrats in electing nine aldermen, 
one-fifth of the council, was the ° feature.

Republicans Show Lossés. 

The nine aldermen elected by the social 
democrats will give them the balance of 
power in the council, as the democrats have 
barely a majority, and this may be whittled 
down. The republicans lost heavily in alder- 
men, republican wards electing social dem- 
ocrats. The social democratic vote camé 
from both of the old parties, but the greater 
part was drawn from the republicans, and 
it was to this cause in a great measure that 
Mr. Goff owed his defeat. 


Close Race for Supreme Court. 


‘Louis K. Luse of Superior and James C.

Trouble All Day at Diesel Plant. 

The Diesel tin plant had been the scene of | 
trouble all day. Fearing more trouble after 
a morning riot, Matiager Schenck of the 
plant, which is located at Fortieth street 
and Stewart avenue, asked for police pro- 
tection to take home the Greeks who had re- 
mained in the shops all day. A mob of 500 
strikers and sympathizers had gathered i: 
the neighborhood before the special Chicago 
& Bastern Minois ratiroad train, of which 
the men Were to be conveyed to the Dear-_ 
borti station, arrived at 6 p. m., guarded by 
eight policemen. The train consisted of two 
coaches, drawn by an engine which war 
preceded by a freight car as @ shield. 

Volley of Stones Thrown 

The cars moved slowly and without inter-

Fight Among Pickets. 

Near the spot where the fatal riot oe- 
curred William Gillette, declared by the 
police to be a picket, got into a fightand was 
severely stabbed at 10:80 o’ clock last night. 
A knife wound penetrated his lung. When 
taken to the Englewood Union hospital he 
refused to tell the cause of the trouble, As 
his assailants he named Gill and 
John Lawrence. The police say these also 
are pickets. They believe the men quarreled 
over the division of duty. 


First Riot When Plant Starts. 

The first riot occurred at 7 a. m., when the. 
plamt, which had been practically ftdle for 
two months, was to reopen. The former em- 
ployés, to the number of 200, had gathered 
near. the doors waiting for the whistle to 
blow, when the 200 Greeks, hired during the 
strike, marched up under police escort. The 
unidn men and giris had expected that many 
of the Greeks would appear for work, but 
were not prepared to see 80 large a number. 

Jeers and taunts were hurled at the “strike 
breakers,” and a few stones were thrown. 
Immediately the police in charge made an 
attempt to dieperse the unton crowd. Butas 
they refused to withdraw the potiee drew 
their revoivers and commenced shooting 
into the air. The Greeks took airam at thie 
and many of them drew revolvers and fired 
at the crowd, now fn full fight.

THE “LITTLE BALLOTS.” 

The significance of the referendum bal- 
lots cast at yesterday's election may not be 
disguised. It will not be possible to explain 
the extraordinarily large votes cast in favor 
of ok municipal ownership and the 
election of the school board on the ground 
that the people voted carelessly, that they 
marked their ballots mechanically and ip 
a perfunctory fashion. ‘There was nothing 
perfunctory about it. 

But, in the opinion of Tue Trisune, a 
good many voters voted not so much in favor 
of the various propositions on the little bal- 
lot-as in favor of the little ballotitself. They 
had been educated to believe that the little 
ballot was the people’s weapon against cor- 
porate greed. They were angered by the 
attempts, made allegedly at the instigation 
of the traction companies, to prove the in- 
validity of the referendum petitions. When, 
therefore, they went into the polling booths 
and found the attempts against the little bal- 
lot had not prevailed, and that it lay before 
them to be marked, they naturally marked 
it “ yes.”” If they had marked it “‘ no”’ they 
would, many of them, have felt that they 
were voting against their friend, the little 
ballot. This hypothesis is based on the fact 
that the vote in the majority of wards in 
favor of the school board being elected by 
the people ran nearly parallel with the votes 
on immediate municipal ownership. Now, 
while immediate municipal: ownership is an 
idea which might compel the favor of many | 
people on sentimental grounds, the election 
of the school board by the people has no such | 
general attractiveness. That is a question 


vigorously made. 
a question of expediency. Municipal own- 
ership, on the other hand, is a subject which 
strongly grips the imagination of many Chi- 
cagoans. And because municipal ownership 
was on the little ballot, and the election of 
school officials was on the same little ballot, 
the voters grouped ail three together as 
members of one family and making for the 
rights of man. 

In the opinion of Tur Trisunz the vot- 
ers did wisely to accept the Mueller law. 
The effect will be to reserve to the city the 


| power to acquire its own street car.lines, if 


at some future time it desires to do so. 
Another effect will be to furnish the city 
with a much needed “ big stick )’ where- 
with to continue its negotiations with the 
‘traction companies. Speaking softly to 
them does not seem to have done much good 
for the city. The Mueller law. aroused the 
most interest of all the propositions, receiv- 
ing about 8,000 more votes than were cast 
on the school board question. It also re-. 
ceived the largest percentage of favorable 
votes—83 per cent, as against 70 per cent 
in favor of immediate municipal ownership, 
71 per cent in favor of temporary licenses 
for street car lines, and 65 per cent in favor 
| of the election of the school trustees. 

These last three referendums are, fortun- 
ately, not mandatory. The immediate ac- 
quisition of the street railway systems ‘by 
the city would be an unqualified misfortune 
to the citizens. The city government is not 
capable of running a street railway system, 


it was burdened with such a task. ‘Lhe 
temporary license is rather a hazy affair, 
and most of t 
quite sure what they were voting about. 
Some of the street car lines are running 
today with a temporary license. The elec- 
tion of the school trustees by the people 
would put the schools directly into politics, 
And to Mayor Harrison must be ascribed the 
credit of having kept the school board pret- 
ty well out of politics. 

On the whole the result of the referen- 
dums shows a spirit of unrest abroad in the 
city. This is not wholly a bad thing, for if 
the people Were satisfied with present con- 
ditions they would deserve nothing better. 
The public service corporations doubtless 
will not regard the votes in such a spirit of 
optimism. There was a lesson for them in 
yesterday's voting. And it is to be hoped 
that they will profit by the lesson. 

The lesson is that public utility corpora~ 
tions must be public utility corporations, or 
they will suffer for it, perhaps by extinc- 
tion.

M. Doumer wrote for some time with great 
success for the Progres de St. Quentin, a 
local paper, and his talent as a journalist 
was his first stepping stone to fame. 

Paris followed and he became editor of the 
Voltaire, and shortly after entered political 
life. He was the “‘ chef de cabinet ”’ or prin- 
cipal private secretary of Premier Floquet, 
got caught in the Boulanger whirlstorm 
and entered the chamber as a Boulanger 
. deputy. After successive rises he became 
minister of finance in the Bourgeois admin- 
istration, but when the cabinet went out of 
office, went through a hard time, having no 
private means, and being burdened with a 
family of some six or eight children, his wife 
being the penniless daughter of a college 
professor. In the chamber, however, he 
showed himself so skillful an opponent and 
so caustic a critic, that the administration of 
the day, anxious to get rid of him, offered 
him the governor generalship of Indo-China. 
As he had $12,000 worth of debts he accepted 
and remained out in France’s great oriental 
dependency for his full term of five years, 
saving enough from his annual salary of 
$30,000 a year and $20,000 a year more of 
allowances, to pay off his liabilities and to 
insure him a modest competency on his re- 
turn to France. 

~o- 

He is a man of the simplest tastes, drinks 
nothing but water, is a model husband and 
devoted father, the best type, in fact, of the 
French bourgeois, without, however, the 
narrow prejudices of that class, of which he 
got rid during his stay in the orient. While 
there he did so much to promote French , 
trade and commerce that he established a 
strong hold on the regard and consideration 
of the great commercial and manufacturing 
centers at home—namely: Lyons, Bordeaux, 
Marseilles, Lille, ete., which constitute really 
the backbone of France. In one of the ad- 
dresses which he delivered at Lyons when 
home on leave, he referred to ‘those magis- 
trates of the ancient republics sent out by 
the people to govern distant colonies, who, 
having accomplished their temporary mis- 
sions, returned to solicit once more the 
votes of their fellow citizens and to offer 
them the help of their ripe talents and expe- 
rience. This is the offer which he is now 
making to the French people, and, judging 
by all appearances, his offer is on the eve 
of being accepted and his countrymen are 
about to intrust the direction of their des- 
tinies to his capable hands. 


Much bad blood has been created between 
two of the brothers-in-law of the kaiser by 
the action of the czar in recently making a 
cession of his rights of succession to the 
throne of the grand duchy of Oldenburg in; 
favor of Duke Frederick Ferdinand of 
Schleswig-Holstein-Glucksburg, who is mar- 
ried to one of the younger sisters of the Ger- 
man empress. The kaiser’s other brother- 
in-law—namely: Duke Ernest Gunther of 
Schleswig - Holstein - Augustenburg, only 
brother of the German empress—resents the 
fact that the czar should have waived his 
rights in favor of Frederick Ferdinand, 
rather than in favor of himself, and as the 
government and legislature of the grand 
duchy of Oldenburg have just enacted a law 
‘settling the succession in accordance with 
the Russian emperor’s cession—namely: 
giving prior rights to Frederick Ferdinand— 
Duke Ernest Gunther has lodged a formal 
protest against what he declares to be an 
unjustifiable attempt to deprive him of his 
birthright. 


Yet neither of the two dukes is ever likely 
to live to succeed to the throne of Oldenburg 
through default of other and less remote 
heirs. The quarrel can merely affect their 
children, and, inasmuch as Duke Ernest 
Gunther’s marriage has remained until now . 
without issue, one is disposed to wonder why | 
he should inaugurate a family squabble 
about the matter. As I have pointed out 
previously the grand duke of Oldenburg has 
a 7 year old and rather frail and delicate boy, 
who is next heir to his throne. After him 
comes the grand duke’s brother, George, 
who is unmarried; then his cousin, Duke 
Alexander of Oldenburg, who, like his fa- 
ther before him, makes his home in Russia. 
He has a son, Peter by name, who is married 
to the czar’s youngest sister, Olga. But 


likely to live long, they have no children, nor 
is it believed that they will leave any issue. 

It is only on the successive deaths, there- 
fore, of these four princes (or five, if I in- 
clude the grand duke himself), one of whom 
is but 7 years of agé, and thé other a little 
over 30, that the rights of either Frederick 
Ferdinand of Schleswig-Holstein-Glucks- 
burg or of his brother-in-law, Duke Ernest 
Gunther of Schleswig-Holstein-Augusten- 
burg could enter into play and become of mo- 
ment. 

But when this time does come to pass it 
is by no means impossible that the world 
may bé treated to another controversy simi- 
lar to that which took place in connection 
with the Schleswig-Holstein succession, and 
later on concerning the succession to the 
throne and to the regency of the principality 
of Lippe. 

Duke Ernest Gunther, as I have stated 
above, has no children, nor is he likely to 
have any. Failing him his next heir would 
be first, old Prince Christian of Schleswig- 
Holstein, who married Princess Helen of 
Great Britain, and who makes his home in 
England, and after him his son, Prince Al- 
bert, who, although educated in England 
as an English prince, is now an officer in the 
German army, and as yet unmarried. 

On the other hand, Duke Frederick Ferdi- 
nand has a sturdy 12 year old boy, besides 
a number of girls, and is quite likely to have 
other children. Should he and his boy die 
without leaving other male issue the next 
heir to the throne of the grand duchy of 
Oldenburg would be the present king of 
Denmark and his eldest son, the crown 
prince of Denmark, so that the reigning 
house of Denmark would, as far as regards 
the throne of Oldenburg, be brought. into 
membership of the confederatioh comprised 


: 

“In order to understand this complicated 
question it must be explained that both the 
now reigning house of Russia and that of 
Oldenburg are branches of the Holstein fam- 
ily, Peter the Great’s grandson, who as- 
cended the Russian throne as Peter IIL., hav- 
ing been born as duke of Holstein, while the 
line now reigning in Oldenburg was founded 
by the duke of Holstein in 1773.

LIFE OF DEAN FARRAR. 
A New Biography of the Great English 
Churchman. 

Among the few best known English oleters- 
men of any denomination wag Dr. Frederic 
W. Farrar, dean of Westminster, known 
almost as wellin America as in his own Great 
Britain. He was not so great a preacher as 


was not a profound scholar. And yet he 
possessed an extraordinary combination of 

gifts which gave him not only distinction as 

a preacher, whom people of all the various 

churches delighted to hear, but which made 

him a remarkably prolific and. a singularly 

popular writer of books. It is surprising 

to note how many books he did put forth, and 

equally interesting to note how many of them | 
attained to the distinction of mhkny editions, | 
His most widely popular book was doubtless 

his “*‘ Life of Christ.”” It was at the time de- 

cidedly the best popular life of Jesus which 

had then ever appeared. 

This “ LIFE OF DEAN FARRAR ” is by 
his son, Reginald Farrar. The book has 
wisely been kept from being made too large, 
only about 300 pages. One peculiar thing 
about Dean Farrar’s immensely wide popu- 
larity has been the touch of personal affec- 
tion that has‘blended with his fame. Nor was 
this without reason; it was but the reflection 
of his own spirit. There cannot be too many 
biographies of this kind.

BIGGEST IN U. 8. NAVY 


NEW BATTLESHIP VIRGINIA Is 
LAUNCHED AT NEWPORT NEWS. 


Latest Addition to Uncle Sam’s Fleet Is 

‘ the Largest American Fighting Craft 

_ Afloat—Has 3,000 Tons More Dis- 

| placement than the Illinois, Wis- 

eonsin, Kentucky, or Kearsarge— 

Twelve More Under Construction 
and Soon to Take to the Water. 


Newport News, Va., April 5.—[Special.]— 
The battleship Virginia was launched here 
today, 30,000 persons cheering the latest ad- 
dition to Uncle Sam’s navy as it slid grace- 


fully into the water. | ' 

The battleship was christened by Miss Ma- 
tilda Gay Mont&gue, daughter of the gov- 
ernor of Virginia. A large staff of officials 
were present. 

The new fighting craft is the largest Unit- 
ed States battleship now afloat. It has a 
displacement of 14,600 tons, whereas the 
Maine and Missouri, recently added to the 
na have a displacement of 12,500 tons 
each. The Virginia is 3,000 tons displace- 
ment greater than the Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Kentucky, and Kearsarge, and 4,375 tons 
greater than the Oregon. | | 

Big as is the Virginia, however, Uncle 
Sam -will soon: launch five battleships, the 
Connecticut, Kansas, Louisiana, Minnesota, 
and Vermont, each of 16,000 tens displace- 
ment, 1,400 tons greater than the Virginia. 

The United States has twelve more bat- 
tleships under construction and yet to be 
launched, and one, the Ohio, launched, but 
not ready for a trial trip. When all are 
completed Uncle Sam will have twenty- 
five battleships afloat—a number exceeded 
by only two navies in the world, the British 
and. the French. | 

The battleship Virginia will have twenty- 
four big guns in its main battery and wif 
be’ driven by engines of 78,000 horse power. 
It is to have a contract speed of nineteen 
knots. Its cost, completed, will be $3,590,- 
000 


GIVES CIVIL SERVICE CHANGES 


Commission Reports to House Showing 


Suspensions of Rules and Ap- 
 pointments by Presidents. 


Washington, D. C., April 5.—The civil 
service commission today transmitted to the 
house a statement showing the number of 
times the civil service rules have been sus- 
pended and the changes in the service re- 
sulting from March 4, 1885, to March 30, 1904. 
President Harrison deferred the operation 
of the civil service rules in the railway mail 
service in 1889, under which 1,982 changes 
were made. 

President MeKinley, by specia] rules issued 
Jan. 20, 1899, and May 29, 1899, ‘made 1,45¢ 
temporary employés in the navy department 
permanent. On May 24, 1900, President Mc- 
Kinley authorized the appointment in the 
classified list of twenty-five enlisted yeomen 
on-duty in the navy department. 

Under an order issued by President Roose- 
velt on July 8, 1902, sixty-three persons were 
included in the classified service who had 
been temporarily employed in the military 
government of Cuba. On Feb. 11, 1908, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt included thirty-three persons 
in the classified service by special order who, 
were temporary clerks at the various insular 
naval stations. 


WILL PLANT AN HISTORIC OAK. 


Sapling for White House Grounds Is 
Product of Acorn from Mount Ver- 
non Tree Sent to Russia. 


Washington,. D. C., April 5.—An historic 
oak sapling will be planted in the White house 
grounds next Thursday. Secretary Hitch- 
cock will supply the tree, and in connection 
with it today told the president a pretty 
story. 

Many years ago Charles Sumner sent to 
the czar of Russia some acorns from a stately 
oak which overhangs the tomb of Washing- 
ton at Mount Vernon. The czar caused the 
acorns to be planted in the grounds of the 
Peterhof palace in St. Petersburg. One of 
the acorns grew into a magnificent oak, 
which yet stands in the palace grounds. 

‘While in St. Petersburg in 1898 as the Uni- 
‘ted States ambassador to Russia, Mr. Hitch- 
cock collected.a handful of acorns from the 
historic offspring of the Mount Vernon oak. 
sent them to this country, and had them 
planted in the grounds at his Missouri home. 
Some of them developed into fine saplings 
and it is one of them that is to be planted 
in the White house grounds, on Thursday. 
The planting, which is to be done at the in- 
stance of President Roosevelt, will be with- 
out ceremony.

Washington, D. C., April 5.—The resolu- 
tion of Representative Lilley instructing the 
secretary of commerce and labor to investi- 
gate the high price and scarcity of news 


‘print paper and the causes which have pro- 
‘duced these conditions, was the subject of 


discussion today before the house committee 
On judiciary, but no action was taken. Don 
C. Seitz of the New York World and John 
Morris, businéss manager of the New York 
Times, were heard. 

Both said the International Paper com- 
pany and the General Paper company had 
divided the United States between them in 
the control of news print paper. This com- 
bination, it was testified to, had raised the 
price of news paper during the last four 


years $14 a ton and during the last year as 


muchas $5 a ton; it was selling paper in 
London, counting the freight and insurance, 
at 30 per cent less than it did in New York. 
Mr. Norris stated that the companies even 
dictated in one instance the size of the paper 
a newspaper should use, thereby prescribing 
the kind of press that should be operated.

CONVICTS’ ESCAPE PLAN FAILS. 


Four Prisoners at Jefferson City, Mo., 
Armed with Guns and Dynamite, 
Overpowered by Guards. 


Jefferson City, Mo., April 5.—[Special.]— 
Four convicts, armed with revolvers and 
dynamite, tried to escape from the state 
penitentiary today. The revolversand dyna- 
mite, with saws and skeleton keys, had been 
smuggled into their cells by visitors, it is 
beneved. 

They had succeeded in cutting their way 
out of their cells, and when Guard John 
Williams, in making his rounds, came upon 
them in the corridor, they called upon him to 
halt. Williams fled and gave the alarm, and 
a corps of guards responded and soon over- 
powered the convicts and placed them in 
other cells. 

Three of the convicts, James Thornton, P. 
T, Ellis, and James McDonald, came to the 
penitentiary three years ago on ten year 
sentences each for safeblowing, the other, 
J. C. Millard, for grand larceny. : 

A convict last night warned the officers of 
the penitentiary that an attempt to escape 
would be made, but he did not know when the 
plan ‘was to be put into operation.

OHIOAN LAUDS PRESIDENT 


Criticises Record of Minority on 
Trusts and Takes Pride in 
Canal Stakes. 


Ww D. C., April 5.—The proceed- 


lings in the house today were enlivened by 


speeches by Mr. De Armond and Mr. Gros- 
venor, the former attacking the republicans 


} for failure to order an investigation into the 


postoffice charges and to revise the tariff, 
and the latter vigorously defending the re- 
publican party and lauding President Roose- 
velt for the part he played in the postal in- 
vestigation, the passage of the Cuban reci- 
procity law, and the treaty with Panama 
for the construction of an isthmian canal. 
Mr. Grosvenor, facing the democratic side, 
said that “ your entire clamor and your li- 
belous attacks have been based upon nothing 
but a deliberate purpose to tarnish the ad- 
ministration of your government in the in- 
terest of party politics..." He assured the 
democrats that if they would come in with a 
single charge in writing that somebody had 
committed a crime in the postoffice depart- 
ment and had gone unprosecuted “ they will 
have an investigation instantly.” 


Democrats Are Scored. 


Mr. Grosvenor calléd on Mr..De Armond 
to state what ought to be changed in the 
tariff. ‘“ There would be no ten of you,” he 
said, “‘that will name the same item, no 
five of you that will come within 50 per cent 
of it, and none of you will agree upon all of 
the items of the tariff,”’ at which there was 
much laughter. - He scored the democratic 
Party as being composed of a “‘ disorganized, 
broken up, dismembered, helter skelter 
crowd.”’ | 

Taking up the subject of trusts, Mr. Gros- 
venor declared that not one word of praise or 
approval of the Sherman anti-trust law had 
come from democratic sources. He defended 
the president for his attitude, saying “it is. 
enough for Mr. Roosevelt to show that he 
took a law that had been condemned by the 
democratic party and cast out as worth- 
less, and made it the most effective weapon 
and engine for the suppression of unlawful 
and injurious trusts’ that man has ever 
dreamed could be put on the statute books of 
the country.”’

courage, skill, and patriotism of the presi- 
dent.

WANT CHECK ON FUNDS 


Remonstrants Urge That the Rec- 
ord of Miss Clara Barton 
Be Reviewed. 


Washington, D. C., April 5.—[Special.]— 
Senator Proctor, chairman of the Red Cross 
investigating committee, today recefved*the 
answer of the expelled members of the asso- 
clation to the reply of the officers of the 
society to the charges made against them. 
The expelled members insist upon a thorough 
inquiry into all the acts of the Red Cross 
since the beginning of the society’s extst- 
erice, and in particular they urge an investi- 
gation of Miss Clara Barton personally. 

It is declared in the answer that at one 
meeting of the society soon after the Galves- 


Barton, appeared before the board of con- 
trol and stated that “‘ the moneys used for 
Red Cross. purposes had come addressed to 
and’ were remitted to Clara Barton’ person- 
ally, and that. a.little latitude should be 
given and given graciously to Miss Barton 


of that money.” 


Insist on Accountability, 
The remonstrants say that it is their right 
to know What money was given to Miss Bar- 
ton as president of the Red Cross and what 
was given her as an individual, and what was 
80 given as to make the president accounta- 
bie for it to the association. They say it was 
and is the duty of the Red Cross president 
clearly to reveal what funds were given by 
donors to be her own or to be used as she 
might choose, and what were stamped with 
trust. They then call for all of Miss Bar- 
ton’s bank accounts. 
The point is made with reference to the 
Gardener donation of a tract of land in In- 
diana, which was deeded to Miss Barton in 
trust for the Red Cross, and which she per- 
mitted to.revert.to the donor; that while Miss 
Barton as a trustee, with the aid of a court 
of equity, might relinquish her trusteeship, 
she had no right whatever to relinquish the 
rights of the Red Cross organization. : 
As many of the suspended members are 
among the incorporators of the Red Cross, 
they now deny the right of Miss Barton to 
restore property donated without the author- 
ity of.the whole body of incorporators. 


‘Explain Atwell Collection. 

A paper filed today tells a Story differing 
materially from that given by the adherents 
of Miss Barton as to the Atwell collection 
of money for the Red Cross. Miss Barton 
admitted ‘that Atwell had collected rioney 
but said he had threatened ‘the society with 
a damage suit because of the alleged inter- 
ference of Mrs. Ellen 8. Mussey who had 
canceled his contract and had injured his 
reputation. Miss Barton said she had per- 
mitted him to retain what he had collected’ 
and had given him out of her own pocket 
$1,000 to settle the matter. It is claimed by 
remonstrants that Mrs. Mussey as counsel 
for the society held that contract made by 
Miss Barton with Atwell was made without 
proper authority.and was not binding upon 
the corporation. 


Had to Annul Contract. 

_Atwell, however, refused to release Miss 
Barton from: her contract, although he did 
promise not to solicit any more funds. This 
promise remonstrants say was not kept, and 


annul the contracts. 

-Remonstrants also point to the collection 
by W. W. Howard of $12,000 and the fact 
that no part of this reached the Red Cross 
as further evidence of maladministration. 
Referring to the denial that dissatisfaction 
existed in the working of the Red Cross 
they ask that letters of resignation from 
George Kennan and the Rev. Alexander 
Kent be called for. |

BEET SUGAR PROFITS ARELESS. 


Statement of Financial Condition as 
Submitted at Annual Meeting 


in Jersey City. 


NEW YORK, April 5.—[Special.]—At the 
annual meeting of stockholders of the Amer- 
ican Beet Sugar company, held in Jersey 
City, the following statement was made:
